MISUNDERSTANDING CLEARED 
AWAY BY ENTENTE 


-THE NAVAL CONFERENCE 
Rugby, Yesterday. 
Proposing the toast of France at 
a dinner of the United Association 
of Great Britain and’ France, Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, Foreign Secre~ 
tary, reviewed the British. and 
French relations. .He related how 
misunderstanding began first to be 
cleared away by the Anglo-French 
entente. This salutary change had 
been greatly assisted by the institu- 
tion of the League of Nations, 
All through the early years of the 
League it was the French and Bri- 
tish delegations which worked to- 
gether to build it up. Differences 
of opinion made no difference to 
their fundamental co-operation. 
Speaking of the forthcoming Five 
Power, “Naval Conference, Mr. 
Henderson recalled the following 
words used by Mr, Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, when he was Premier in 
1924, in a letter to M. Poincare, the 
French Premier, “The condition of 
Europe can only, I feel convinced, 
be remedied by joint action between 
France and England, undertaken 
with full sympathy fon their respec- 
tive requirements and with’ wise 
regard for the interests of the 
world at large.” That letter, said 
Mr. Henderson, led to great results. 


It was in the spirlt of that letter |- 


that he looked forward to the 
questions ahead. It was for such 
co-operation as we had with France 
in 1924 that he was now. prepared. 
The understanding which Mr. 
MacDonald happily reached with the 
Preaident of the United States did 
not mean that we would go-to the 
conference with any rigid or cut and 
dried proposals, taking account of 
British interests only. He earnest- 
ly hoped and believed that the other 
delegations. would do the same and 
eschew rigid . principles and 
formulae, and would come to the 
conference animated by. a.desire to 
arrive by a process of mutual con-

THE MINERS’ DEMANDS

The text of the Coal Mines Bill, 
which represents the Government’s 
plan for solving the problems of the 
coal industry ia issued. .

The Bill’ contemplates that these

demand.

INDIAN AIR MAIL 


Business Man’s Practical 
Suggestions 


In a letter to tho “Daily Express,” 
Mr. E. B. Tredwell, chairman, Mer. 
chant’s Section, London Chamber of 
Commerce, writes:— | 

Business men are blamed: for the 
small quantity of air mail carried to 
India, and are urged to make more 
use of Imperial Airways. May I as 
@ merchant suggest a remedy for 
this glate of affairs? 

(1), Let, Imperial Airways start 
for Karachi on Friday morning in- 
stead of on Saturday. The business 
houses can then post original and 
duplicate letters on Thursday oven+ 
ing, as {3 done now for ordinary sea 
passage, The originals can be trans- 
ported by acroplanes, and they, should 
arrive in India o week before the 
duplicate carried by steamer. 

(2) Karachi must bo Hnked to 
Bombay and Colombo by air. Mails 
carried to the Jntter port in this 
way could then connect with an 
Australian mail ‘steamer. and, taking 
into consideration the existing air 
mail routes in Australia, save ten 
days to Melbourne. 

An all-air’ route to Australia’ is 
not of the immediate future. Thid 
smaller extension suggested would 
at once make the present Indian air 
mail service of benofit to Australia, 
and very greatly increase the 
volume of air mail for, India and 
Australla.

A CONFERENCE THAT 
AVERTED A WAR, 


CANON STREETER - DESCRIBES 
THE PAN-PACIFIC.CONGRESS 


RACE CONSCIOUSNESS | 

A highly interesting address was 
delivered yesterday evening by 
Canon B.H. Streeter, D.D., and 
Fellow of the British Academy, at 
the Great Hall of the Hong Kong 
University. ' 

International question~, Canon 
Streeter sald, took various broad 
forms. They arose through the 
clash of the different cultures of. the 
East and West, through the ineyeas- 
ingly complex economic state of the 
world, and in part through improved 
communication between the nations, 
These improved communications had 
the result of throwing - masses of 
people into close contact with others 
of an unfamiliar . culture and 
economic. atatus, thus increasing 
national and racial, consciousness. 

In Europe national consciousness 
and economic differences had result- 
ed'in the Great War, and the 
people of Europe were still Hving 
under the terror that that experi- 
ence might be repeated in an even 
more devastating form at no dia- 
tant date. : 

The Next War 

,In the old days international 
reldtions were relatively simple, 
they were managed by princes and 
statesmen and warfare was in the 
main confined to professionals, 
Now-a-days war affected everyone, 
and in the next war, if there were 
one, there would be no distinction 
between combatant and non-com- 
batant. International questions had, 
in consequence, become the concern 
of every one. In every country the 
majority of people were averse to 
war, but the fact that they desirdd 
peace did not mean that they could 
get it. Good intentions wera enough. 
The c .uses'of war must be foreseen 
and if possible removed. 

The Pan-Pacific conference came 
Into. being because ‘a number of 
people in China, Japan, the United 
States and Canada saw possibilities 
in the Paeifle area which might 
lead to a war which would involve 
the whole world, : 

Public Opinion 

Diplomatists were often abused 
on the score that they made war, 
but they had the same relation to 
the countries they served as a 
barrister had to his client. Public 
opinion in each country was the real 
power which was' behind all ques- 


tions of war. a 

The smal} group: of ‘men ‘who mot 
at Kyoto had in mind the question 
of looking forward, or getting in- 
formation, and seeing the implica- 
tion of that information, so that 
they might pass this knowledge on 
to the thinking public of each 
nation and 80 influence public 
opinion to bring about harmonious 
co-operation between the nations in 
things cultural ‘and economic. A 
good den] of this ‘information was 
subsequently published in -pamphlet 
form — and is. available to the 
general public, 

‘ Cultural Questions’ 

The Conference opened with a 
discusaion on cultural questions, 
and economic questions .followed. 
Modern economic development they 
discovered was affecting the cul- 
tures of both East and West in a 
not dissimilar way, and was having 
a market effect in ‘the East on the 
status of women. American rela- 
tions, with , Japan, extrality in 
China, and the Government and 
status of Shanghal, “besides the 
Manchuria .question were also dis- 
quased. s vy 

. Absolute Frankness 

It seemed to him that Hong Kong 
‘was a place where such discussions 
by local groups of men and women, 
not necessarily one ‘group, but pos- 
sibly groups of students and groups 
of senfor people, would do much 
good. It'was possible in suth a 
place as Hong Kong to. get people 
of all nationalities together, and -{t 
ahould be possible to meet from time 
to time and dfecuss. with absolute 
frankness’ queatidna, “. political and 
economic, which “had a bearing’ on 
international relations, and thus to 
form a local public opinion.” After 
‘all, ‘public opinion in Hong Kong 
was.a thing. which diréetly or in-; 
: might affect politica‘of more 
than Gne nation. ‘ There weré.people

SAFETY FIRST ON 
BOARDSHIP 


ACCIDENTS AND PREVENTIVE 
METHODS: 


IMPROVED CONSTRUCTION 


The adoption, of methods of con- 
struetion which will eliminate or at 
least lessen casualties due to falls of 
persons on shipboard, which are a 
source of heavy damage claims, was 
advocated by Mr. H. Weaver Mowery, 
past president of tho American 
Society of Safety Engineers, _in a 
paper entitled “The Fall of Maa,’ 
read. at the luncheon meeting of the 
Propeller ‘Club, state New York 
advices. He deprecated the effective- 
ness of slogans or admonitions to be 
careful. 

Referring to a statement to the 
effect that compared with usual in- 


.| dustrial operations stevedoring work 


seems unnecessarily crude and is at- 
tended with a disgracefully high ac- 
cident rate, Mr, Mowery said:— 

“With the advent of new designs 
and the application of new materials 
to lavger vessels, with varied and 
more strenuous operating conditions 
‘in terminals and .on ships, many 
hazards akin to those in industrial 
establishments and public buildings 
have become apparent. An elfort to 
develop accurate data -in this field is 
under way, and thongh it is still far 
from complete, the findings already 
are quite startling. a 

“The accident prevention depart- 
ment of the Pacific-American Steam- 
ship Association and the Ship Own- 
ers’ Association of the Pacific Coast 
has made a good start. It reports 
that of a total of 2,007 accidents to 
seamen on shipboard reported during 
1927 nnd nine: months of 1928, 699, 
or 29.8 ‘per cent, were caused by 
falls. There were 12 fatalities from 
this cause in 21 months, which is 
approximately 70 percent, of all 
their fatalities reported during that 
time. 

"It can readily be seen why these 
figures are so startling when less 
than 20 per cent, of the total fatal- 
ities reported for the year 1927 to 
the United States Census Bureau, a3 
compared with 70 per cent. In the 
marine field, were the result of falls. 

“Ig it worth while for the steam- 
ship companies and members of tho 
Propeller Club to consider ways and 
means. of reducing these figures? 
Certainly the economic waste is very 
large. In the street,-railway field 
the ecost of accident claims and ex- 
ponses incident -thereto run from 3 
to 15 per cent. of thelr gross re- 
celpts, Does anyone know what it 
is in. the marine field? 

Costly Accidents ; 
' “A single accident on one of the 
ships in tho port of New York, which 
came to my attention recently, was 
caused by one of tho crew shipping 
on the cast iron. step of the ship’s 
ladder and -falling to .the bottom, 
That one casualty has already cost 
nearly $2,000, with prospects of a 
large cash settlement in addition, 
and the main will be a charge for 
others ‘to maintain the, rest of his 


compensation, hospital and medical 
expenses or Insurance 
cost, of operation just that more ex- 
pensive. Do not cherish the thought 
that becouse you pay PI. infurance 
you are relioved of this bureau. 
Your premiums pay not ,only those 
losses, but in addition the overhead 
of*the instarance. companies, Your 
premiums simply reflect your acci- 
dent record as determined by experi- 
ence rating. It haa been proved’ in 
the industrial fleld that casualty costs 
can be reduced from 70 to 80 per 
cent. by accident prevention activi- 
ties, . 

“In the stecl plants In the olden 
days & man a day was expected to 
be killed, and now in plants such as 
that at Gary 11,000 men have work- 
ed 48 days with not a-single lost 
time accident, and at Jollet 3,000 
men have worked 246 days without 
a single lost time accident, The 
United Stntes Steel Corporation is 
earning over $2,000,000 annually as 
a result of its accident prevention ac- 
tivities. : ; 

“There is no question thot falls 
are causing the greatest losses in the 
marine field, but there is no date to 
show tho causes of these falls, If 
the experience elsewhere follows here, 
then somewhat over half of them 
are on account of slipping, tripping 
and other hazards classified as un-

safe ‘walkways and. the balance scat-| 


tered under a number of miscellane- 
ous sub-tivisions, It fs, therefore, 
the question of making walking safe 
that |s of paramount interest in pro- 
secuting your accident prevention 
work, : 

No Warning 

“One reason why unsafo walkways 
are so provalent is becauso they are 
{nsiduous things. They give no warn- 
ing as does a whirring belt or a 
noisy gear, : 

“The way to cut down on your 
falls is first to: determine their 
causes. You have not done that yet 
Then when you know, be sure your 
architects and builders take suitnbis 
precautions in your now work; and 
make Inspection at least four times 
yearly of existing equipment, aftoat 
and ashore, to note and have re- 
medied, any unsafe ‘conditions that 
may cause such accidents. Do not 
wait until! o serious casualty shows 
you a hazard. . 
‘In ships theres : re ptair ladder 
trends, flodrs in igralleys, boiler and 
engine-rooms, steps and runways 
around engines, pumps, &e., deck 
arcas at top: and bottom of ladders 
or stairs, and on both sides of door 
stills, that are especially worthy of 
consideration because such items or- 
dinary constitute vicious hazards. 

“Cast iron, stecl or brass should 
not be used at such locations for a 
walkway surface unless the frictional 
resistance of such materials {s raise 
ed by incorporating an abrasive ar 
anti-slip element at the time of cast- 
ing ar rolling. Step treads whether 
on stairs: at-Iadders should be freo 
from any corrugations parallel to the 
nosing’ edge. The brass or steel 
nosing edge with which iso many 
stairs are finished are a decided 
hazard and should be banned, 

“The details of safe construction 
are so numerous, depending on con. 
ditions ,of use and operation. that 
they should not be dlamiar with 
general statements such ‘as are pos- 
sible here, but should be individual- 
ly considered and suggestions ob- 
tained from those who specialise in 
that field.”

SUPERSTRUCTURAL WORK 


Mr. A. H. White, of the Donglaa 
Steamship Company, who aro the 
owners of the ill-fated “Haiching,” an- 
nounced yesterday that as scon as tho 
Police finish with the steamer, she 
will go into dock for repairs. 

Bedies Identified 

It ia expected that the “Haiching” 
will be back on her run within a month, 
as her engines are undamaged, and 
the repairs to be done only affect tho 
superstructural work, 

It was learned last night at Police 
Hendquarters, that the following dead 
bodies, recovered from the s,s, “Hal- 
ching’ after the piracy, have been 
ldentified :— 

Ching Chu-se, 34, married woman, 
Ching Chung-sin, 14, a girl; Sum 


Chuen-shing, 34, manager of the South ||

There nre now sixteen passengers 
in hospital, three of whom are in a 
very serious condition and are not ex- 
pected to recover.

Police investigations are continuing, 
and twelve persona have now been do- 
toined, leaving o number still to be 
interrogated. 


OPIUM SMUGGLING 


Prevention A “Farcical” 
Thing 


There are many farcical things in 
China, but none more so than the 
anti-opium-amuggling and anti-salt- 
smuggling policy of the authoritics; 
and tho vigorous campaign against 
the former which has been carrried 
on for a long time in certain Chin- 


ese papers (in Wu-Han particularly) ! 
appears to be as ineffective, and as: 
unlikely to produce results, as any-' 


thing could be, says “Shipping.” 
The transportation and sale of opium 
in China, and the transportation and 
sale of salt, except through the 
Maritime Customs, are! forbidden, yet 
hugo quantities of both commodities 
are ‘smuggled every year, in numer- 
ous instances, it is to be feared, 
with the very knowledge and con. 
nivance of the people: whose duty it 
‘ig to suppress such traffic. In Han- 
kow, for instance, although, hun- 
dreds of persons have been arrested 
and fined for smoking opium, thore 
is .no real determination to sup- 
press the evil, which, unofficially but 
none the less certainly, brings much 
grist to the mill of officialdom; and 
it has pertinently been asked how 
the authorities who instituted and 
benefit from the special tax, which 
is nothing more nor less than a tax 
on opium, can be expected to put a 
stop to the sale of the drug. It har 
been pointed out on good authority 
that in Hankow alone there are 87 
known dealers in opium, of whom a 
largo number enjoy official protection 
because of the payments they mak» 
from time to, time, ‘The “Wuhan 
Pao,” a paper published in tho dis- 
trict, gives a ‘list of the names of: 
theso dealers, and also of ten deal 
ers who trade in oplum secretly. It 
also gives a list of the various polico 
districts Into which the city is divid- 
ed and the number of dens in each. 
The evil has never been so rampant 
to-day as it is in this great business 
centre. And the Wu-Han district Is 
not alone in this respect. In prac- 
tically every city of China tho oplum 
evil continues unsuppressed, although 
everywhere the authorities make a 
show of suppression and the Anti- 
Opium Bureau gives plenty of public 
expression to its asserted activities. 
With salt, the situation is no, better, 
huge qualities of this commodity 
boing smuggled under the very noses 
of the authorities, in Shanghat par- 
ticularly. We know of one wharf at 
Shanghai, which is enclosed and “pro- 
tected” by watchmen, where contra. 
band salt is recelved in largo 
qualities from

this engagement, over 4,000 rifles 
and war materials, and 3,000 pri- 
soners fell into the hands of the 
Government. The Ironside re- 
menants have retreated to Chung 


‘{Fa, where they are now being sur- 


rounded, and their ex-termination’ 
is expected very shortly. 
HEAVY LOSSES 

The Kwangsi troops made re- 
peathd and determined attacka, 
but were repulsed’ with heavy 
losses. On Wednesday, their 
casualties were: further increased 
through explosion of Innd mines; 
it is reckoned ’ that their losses 
cannot. be less than 7,000 men. 

Yesterday, at 10 am, the whole 
line of enemy at Kung Tien be- 
gan to retreat, while the Canton- 
ese are following them closely, de- 
termined not:to give the enemy a 
respite after the Inst two days’ 
bloody fighting. ‘ 

RIVER CHOKED 

‘The Cantonese and -National 
gunboats also co-operated effec- 
tively while the battle was rag- 
ing. The marines landed at Pun 
Tu, where they used the machine 
guns on the enemy trying to cross 
the river, Hundreds perished in 
the’ river, which was choked: with 
corpses at the time. 

NATIONAL 'PLANES ° 

Our representative was inform- 
ed to-day by General Chang Wal- 
chang, the Chief of the National 
Aviation Department, that none of 
the Cantonese and National "planes 
met with any damage‘at the hands 
of the enemy or accident of any 
kind, with the exception of one 
plane, which made a forced land- 
ing two weeks ago at the nero- 
drome in  Samshuf‘ with very 
slight damage, ; 

In the opinion of the General, 
the ’planes haveproved once more 
their service being indispensable 
in time of war. 

MORAL EFFECT 

The moral effect upon the in- 
aurgenta has been very striking, 
as every time a plane appears 
overhead, the troops scatter like 
rabbits for any shelter they can 
find. Besides, the planes have 
been able to report every move- 
ment of the enemy, so that he has 
been forced to travel at nights. 

After this war, General Chane 
belleves that o great impetus will 
be given to the advancement of 
aircraft jn China, 

It {s definitely learned that the 
insurgents have no ’planes as re- 
‘ported by Hong Kong papers. 
The Governioent planes scouted 
Wuchow and all other pofnta for 
any sign of them, but falled to 
find any. It is belfeved that the 
four planes sald to have been 
bought by Wong Shao-hung have 
not yet arrived in China —Canton

The kind of tenants who- suffer the 
most in the hands of these speculative 
landlords are tea-houses, boarding-

shops. All these require’ consider- 
able outlay of expense in decorations, 
furnishings, ete, so as to make their 
shops as attractive as possible, ‘In 
such lines of : business, an imposing 
shop-front: is obvioualy an indispensa- 
ble item: and more often than not the 
expenditure in. this regard runs up. 
from several thousands to ten thou. 
sand dollars, As regards restaurants 
and boarding-houses, the cost for fur- 
nishings alone may safely be put down 
to between several tena of thousands to 
a hundred thousand dollars. = It isa 
matter of common daily occurrence 
that no sooner have the shops been 
done up for business than the tenants 
receive notice of a rise in rent. Just 
imagine the predicameat of tho shop- 
kecpers in the circumstance. Nor is 
this all. Some crafty speculators make 
it their businesa to inquire into the 
doings of the shop-kcepers in the dif- 
erent busy localitics. As soon as an. 
opportunity offers itself, they will ac- 
quire the properties in these centres, 
This being done, the landlords will ex- 
tort higher rents from.the tenants, or, 
as an alternative, induce the’ tenants 
to buy the propertics from them.

“MERRY CHRISTMAS TO ALL. | + HONG KONG. 
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HRISTMAS, among the British _ and 
other ‘peoples of the. West, is’ celebrated 
by decorations in the house. ~ Two plants 
beyond all others are used for these decora- 
tions—mistletoe and holly. The origin’ of 
this custom and the superstitions corinected 
with the use of these plants is lost in 
mystery. The mistletoe, among the ancient 
classical peoples, gave the right of entrance 
to the next world and acted as a fertility 
charm; it also formed a sacred plant among 
the ancient Druids. Possibly the permission 
to kiss under the mistletoe may be a 
_ remnant of this fertility charm; or it may 
possibly be a survival of one of the ancient 
liberties of the Saturnalia. The use of holly 
seems to be as old as Father Christmas him- 
self. : 
Well-known Peculiarities 
Both these plants have cértain well- 
known peculiarities.’ The mistletoe (Viscum 
abum) is the only member of the Loranthaceae 
which grows in Great Britain. ' The plant 
is dioecious, i.e. the sexes are separate. Not 
only so, but it is also a parasite and retains 
its glaucous rather golden green colour 
when its host seems to be dead. Thus it 
was to fhe ancients “The Golden Bough,” 
the key to the kingdom of Hades. No 
wonder that it has remained to throw its 
glamour round Christmas—for Christmas is 
really a pagan feast, the legend that Christ 
was born orf this day being only a myth 
devised to give the cloak of ecclésiastical 
sanction to a well-estnblished pagan festival. 
. The holly, ilex aquifolium, is the only 
member of the genus Ilex foind in Europe. 
It, too, strange to say is generally dioecious. 
Like the mistletoe it is an evergreen; and 
this alone in a country where there are so 
few evergreens would make it an object of 
attraction and interest. ‘ In addition to this 
the bright red drupes are medicinal and al- 
_ most poisonous. Few plants are more at- 
tractive to children in the excitement of 
Christmas than the rich green leaves and

We naturally ask then, are 
there any local substitutes? and if so, what 


are they? 
j Red Drupes 

At least three of the species of Ilex 
which grow in the Colony have red drupes 
but none of them seems to us as attractive 
as their European cousin Ilex aquifolium. 
Hex pubescens, 8 common local shrub, has an 
abundance of red drupes, but the coiour of 
the drupes is much darker than those of 
the holly, and the small pubescent leaves 
are very untidy-looking. In fact this is a 
poor decorative plant. One species of Ilez 
here has glorious scarlet drupes. It may 
possibly be Jlez graciliflora: if so, it is not 
very abundant. Much walking might have 
ty be done to find it. It might be worth 
while to cultivate this plant for the Christ- 
mas consumption of, Yule-loving Europeans. 
There are two or three other species of Ilex 
but none of them is very pretty; and the 
prettiest, Zlex asprelia, has a black drupe, 

Several species of Ardisia (Myrsinaceae) 
have gorgeous red berries and rather pretty 
leafage. Ardisia crispa and Ardisia pauciflora 
are perhaps the best of these. Unfortun- 
ately the umbel of berries grows underneath 
the leaves. This makes the :1se of the plant 
difficult for decorative purposes, as the 
berries are nearly always hidden. The 
leafage of Ardisia primudaefolia makes it 
unsuitable though it has beautiful berries. 

_Psychotria elliptica (Rubiaceae) is a very 
abundant shrub with red berries. But the 
plant :even at its best is scraggy-looking and 
untidy. The berries are of a foor cheap 
type oi red and fail off easily. 


see | 
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Oval-Shaped Red Berries 

Rauwolfia chinensis (Apocynaceae) has 
pretty oval-shaped red berries which look as 
if they were twinned, but these, too, fall 
off easily and have little resemblance to the 
holly berry. 

Wikstroemia indica (Thymeliaceae) has 
also pretty red berries, but these come too 
early for Christmas and -are extremely de- . 
ciduous. ¥ i 

Probably better than any of these are 
a-couple of species of Smilax (Liliaceae), 
Smilaz China has beautiful umbels of red 
berries of a very rich hue. It has the ad- 
vantage, too, of being a graceful climber. 
It has just one disadvantage—it is very 
liberally supplied with rather nasty hooked 
claws which tear a person’s hands and 
clothes unmercifully. ; 

Probably the best substitute of all is 
Diplospora viridifiora (Rubiaceae), The 
berries of this tree grow close to the stem 
much as they do:in the holly. The tree may 
be distinguished from an Ilex by the con- 
sistently opposite leaves. It is fairly 
abundant in the hilly district of the Colony 
and I have seen it used more than once as 
a Christmas decoration. ; 

No Snow Here! 

Were it not for the difficulty in eradicat- 
ing an old custom it might be better to 
drop the thought of home plants and take 
some new form of decorative greenery, 
easily obtainable and native. to the district. 
After all, holly suggests snow and plum- 
pudding. But we haven’t got the snow: 
and many of us have found that plum- 
pudding is better as a weapon of offence 
than as a life preserver. Perhaps in the 
future the joys and fun of Christmas in the 
Far East; for the European at all events, 
may weave themselves round a new group 
of fetishes, and leave the snow, the plum- 
pudding, the yule-log, the mistletoe and the 
holly for the Old Country. ee

No Mistletoe Berries, No Kisses!

The modern young- fol- 
lowers of the Druids are not influenced by 
the Druidical reverence for the mistletoe: 
they are satisfied to regard it as an excuse 
for kissing, and were the mistletoe puri- 
tanically tabooed Christmas to them would 
be shorn of much of its charm. What 


-|many young kissers of to-day do not under- 


stand is that the Christmastide kissing 
under the mistletoe must be organised pro- 
perly if it is to be followed by good fortune. 
For instance, there must be only one kiss 
for each berry on the suspended branch, a 
berry being removed for each kiss exchang- 
ed. It follows that kissing must cease when 
all the berries are gone—when the branch 
is bare of them.

You will need four yards of printed 
winceyette, printed sateen, or printed cotton,

similar material in contrasting colour; three 
yards of narrow lace. Dress of cream 
winceyette patterned with blue and pink 
flowers; bonnet of blue sateen lined with pink 
sateen, pink bows and trimming, and edge of 
pink gauged sateen; if no swansdown or net 
is available, is a suggestion for a pretty 
colour scheme. 


Follow The Diagram 

The diagram shows you exactly how the 
material should be folded and the patterns 
placed. Where “fold” is not printed in the 
pattern the fold comes at the bottom and 
the selvedges down-both sides. Where the 
fold is at the side the _selvedges come 
together down the opposite side. Pin all 
selvedges securely together and all patterns 
firmly into place. The bodice fastens down 
the back. Put a wrap facing on the left 
edge and a flat facing on the right edge of 
the opening. Fasten with hooks and eyes. 
Join the shoulder seams. Bind the neck 
edge with a crossway strip of material. Put 
in the tucker. Join the underarm seams. 


; Make up the sleeves, set them into a narrow 


strap of the material, and put ina tucker. 
Put the sleeves into the bodice. Join up the 
skirt seams, make a placket down the back, 
and face it up. Gather the top of the skirt, 
join bodice and skirt together, and hide the 
joining by a strap of material. Cut four 
straight strips 9in. wide from the material, 
join them, gather the flounce with a heading, 
hide the gathers under a piping, and put ‘on 
to the skirt. Cut the bonnet out first in 
thin cardboard, cover, line and trim it.

Tenants Remembered 


It is not only the household staffs for 
whose Yuletide their Majesties provide so 
liberally. All the tenants on the -royal 
estates and their families, and also the people 
living in the villages near the various royal 
houses share their beneficence. 

The King takes care that there shall be 
suitable Christmas cheer in every home, and 
provides jcints of beef and other substantial 
commodities, which are duly distributed by 
the agent and his assistants. 

The presents to women and children— 
which the Queen has chosen in accordance 
with their requirements—are delivered ut 
the cottage homes on the‘same day. Useful 
woods are always selected, warm garmenta 
forming a large item. The school children 
have their new scarlet cloaks at the same 
time, supplemented by toys and articles suit.

At Sandringham there is, on Christmas 
Eve, a distribution of large joints of prime 
meat from cattle fed on the estate to the cot- 
tagers and labourers. 

. The great coach-house is utilised for the 
occasion, where over a ton of meat is stack- 
ed in-joints which allow two pounds for each 
adult and one pound for each child. Tha 
scene in the coach-house is a very animated 
one. Before the distribution their Majesties 
hold an informal reception; and shake hands 
with their humble guests. The King has a 
few cheery words for each one, and her 


Majesty wishes them all a merry Christmas. 


Prince And Princess 


Of this occasion an eye-witness, who 
was fortunate enough to be present a few 
years ago, has given the writer the following 
account:—“The Royal coach-house had been 
cleared for the occasion. Long trestle-tables 
kad been put up, and festoons of decorative 
green gave an additional air of gaiety. 
Expectation was rife as to who of the royal 
family would be present; and, as the hour 
appointed ‘for the. distribution drew near, 
we were all delighted to see the entry of the 
Prince of Wales and his brothers, with 
Princess Mary. They were closely followed 
by the King and Queen. 

- Then the royal persons took their places 
near the.top of the centre table, and the vill- 
agers began to file up to receive their gifts.

Dessert for Christmas Eve is.a rice pud- 
ding flavoured with cinnamon and served 
with milk. In it are placed a thimble for the 
one who is to be an old maid—a ring for 
the first to be married, and a gold coin for 
riches. It is a bowl of this rice that is 
served to the trolls. No wonder they help so 
Llithely the next day. 

Popcorn Is Missing 

After all this food, comes the Christ- 
mas tree. The American girl who was visit- 
ing noticed the absence of our popcorn. Her 
Swedish friends assured her it was quite un- 
known, but that was twenty years ago. The 
tree was very lovely with -its bright 
candles and many packages.

_ EXIT “XMAS”? 


From America there is news of a grand 
attack on “Xmas”’—-not on the thing itself, 
but on the abbreviation. 


Leaders of the churches in New York com- 
plain that it is “lacking -in rever- 


ence,” and, according to the “ Daily 
News,” sermons are to be _ preached 
and wireless address delivered against 
usage. It-is one that can at least claim a 


considerable antiquity, for the “x” here is 
uo unknown quantity, but ‘really stands for 
the Greek “chi” as the first letter in the 
Greek spelling of “Christ.” A capital “X” 
was used as an abbreviation in such words as 
“christen” and “christened” almost as soon 
as there was any call to write those words at 
all in the country. : . 


Coleridge Quoted 


On the same principle “Xmas” was later 
‘established and has been in use for many 
generations without rebuke. Coleridge 
used the contraction with some freedom in 
his familiar letters, and though Coleridge 
had many failings, neither a lack of rever- 
ence nor a disrespect for the English lan- 
guage is usually reckoned among his short- 
comings. But in America “Xmas” haz 
managed to offend the sensitive eye, and it 
is proposed that even advertisers shall not 
be allowed to use it. It is idle, one supposes, 
to point out nowadays that it was in origia 
something of .a scholar’s contraction — in | 
popular usage the Greek significance of the 
“X" has been forgotten and “Xmas” tends 
to be pronounced exactly as it has been 
written for short. . 


Still, it is rather curious that an age 
which, more than any of its forerunners, in- 
elines to specialise in abbreviations and 
strings of initials should be found object- 
ing to a form which represents, in essence, 
one of the very earliest contractions of the 
Christian era.
